Nicholson was safe thirty feet be- 
yond the track, it is said, when the 
woman met death.

Tbe new rates become effective Oct. 


~> and continue for two years. 
It is 


believed that It will require two years 
to try out the proposed schedules. In 
makinjr the order Commissioner Mar- 
jle said the report and order lay the 
following requirements upon the ex- 
press companies: 


The adoption of the block system of 


statins rates: the establishment of a 
iniform classification: the publication 
of a joint directory of express sta 
tions: the publication Jointly of tin- 
pick up and delivery limits at each 
station: the adoption of revised rules 
and regulations.

With the appointment by Governor 


Cox of W. C. Heffernan, of Cleveland, 
to head the new state budget depart- 
ment, the old haphazard and un- 
scientific system of securing appro- 
priation's from the general assembly 
to pay the expenses of the state gov- 
ernment was ended. 


The 
1914 general appropriation j 


bill carrying $10,000,000, which was 
prepared under the old method, will | 
probably be repealed at the special 
session next winter and in its stead 
there will be passed a new financial 
measure thoroughly revised after 
careful and scientific investigation. 
A large saving is confidently expect- 
ed as a result. 


Heretofore there has always been 


considerable log-rolling by different 
departmental heads to secure appro- 
priations of money to carry out pet 
theories. 
Members of the general 


assembly had no opportunity to in- 
quire into the hundreds of requests 
for money and they were forced to 
vote millions of dollars from tne pub- 
lic treasury, although they were not 
satisfied that all items were needed. 


Heffernan has started to pick the 


1914 appropriation bill to pieces, 
item by item, and he is inquiring in- 
to the necessity for every dollar that 
has been requested by officials. 
The 


state bureau of accounting is work- 
ing with him. 
The measure thus 


prepared will be the first scientific- 
ally prepared measure of the kind 
ever introduced in an Ohio general 
assembly. It will be the first appro- 


riation bill that the solons can vote 


for with a feeling that there are no 
spurious items in it. 


In addition to preparing appropria- 


tion bills, Heffernan will inquire in- 
to the administrations of every state 
department for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether there is waste or 
extravagance. 
He will continually 


be on the lookout for methods that 
•will improve the service and give 
the most returns for each dollar ex- 
pended.

ing at Camden, N. J. 


Camden. N. J.—Probably in no place 


except Camden could a collision be- 
tween a locomotive and a schooner 
occur.

has been paralyzed nearly a week, 
however, by ju«<t such an accident. 


The vessel, tbe Alexis, from Milford, 


Del., was rais>eil from the bottom of 
the stream by the Craetner Wrecking 
company after she bad caused great 
inconvenience and considerable loss to 
Philadelphia tug and barge owners by 
blocking traffic. 


The Alexis came up the Delaware 


river carrying a cargo of salt bay. She 
anchored in the stream to wait a dis 
charging berth and Oually was ordeied 
to Cooper's creek.

eral street a locomotive running on a 
side track at the Camden Iron works 
crashed into the bowsprit, causing her 
to sink.

tolled from the side wheel steamer Ore- 
gon the news to San Francisco that 
California had been admitted to the 
Union is now a part of the exhibit in 
the pioneer room of the Golden Gate 
park museum. This heirloom of Cali- 
fornia history 'was the ship's bell of tbe 
steamer Oregon, which sailed from 
Panama foi San Francisco soon after 
this state had been admitted to tbe 
Union, Sept. 9, 1850.

tbe morning of Oct. 22, 1850. and ap- 
proached Meiggs wharf a sailor tolled

A Park of Glaciers. 


Glacier National park is situated in 


northern Montana, 200 miles northwest 
of Yellowstone park in an air line and 
447 miles by railroad. It is under the 
control and supervision of the secre- 
tary of the interior, who is represented 
In the actual administration of tbe 
park by a superintendent, assisted by 
a number of park rangers who patrol 
tbe reservation. The park is bounded 
on Uie berth by the Canadian line, on 
the cast by the Blackfoot reservation 
and on tbe west and south by the Flat- 
bead river. It has an area of about 
915,000 acres and derives its name 
from many glaciers which are scat- 
tered throughout its area. There are 
eighty glaciers between five square 
miles and a few acres in area. The 
park is a rugged mountainous region 
and contains over 250 lakes, which are 
surrounded by steep and beautifully 
wooded mountains.

Work Don* by London Health Officers 


to Guard Against Plague. 


London.—In the annual report Just 


Issued of Dr. Herbert Williams, medi- 
cal officer of health for the port of 
London, Dr. Williams says tbat 745,- 
634 rats were destroyed in the port of 
.London from February, 1901, to Janu- 
ary, 
1912. 


During 1912 1,310 rats were exam- 


ined, but only thirteen were found to 
be affected with plague. 


Plague from rats Is caught through 


the rat flea, which, after having lived 
on nn infected rat makes its way to a 
man and bites him, thus inoculating 
dim with plague.

clared that the confusion which has 
rent the Church of God into hundreds 
•of sects has come through neglect of 
the Bible. The confusion is recognized 
by all Christian people everywhere, but 
the cause Is not generally discerned. 
Church creeds are admitted to be de- 
fective, notwithstanding the truths 
•which they all contain. Creed clash- 
ings are the direct result of the se- 
rious errors in ay creeds. 
I 'Realizing this, why should not all 
Christians abandon and demolish their 
creeds? They purport to be pen pic- 
tures of the Almighty God, and His 
attitude toward men and His resultant 
plans. No heathen Idol is so grotesque, 
so terrible, so horrible, as that which 
the most intelligent Christian people 
have portrayed with the pen. We are 
all ashamed of having misrepresented 
our Creator as worse In His purposes 
toward men than the vilest of humani- 
ty—as bad as we knew how to picture 
Satan himself and his attitude. Why 
linger longer? If Jehovah be God. let 
us worship Him. If the horrible Baal 
of the> Dark Ages be no longer our 
God* let us destroy his creed images 
an»l endeavor to forget them. 
*"Emp«ror Constantino'* Nicenn Cre«d. 


After the Christian Church had for- 


gotten that the Master declared that 
His Twelve Apostles would constitute 
the chief foundation stones of the New 
Jerusalem, they began to recognize 
their bishops as successors to The 
Twelve—apostolic bishops. They over- 
looked the fact that while God had 
prophetically told that the place of Ju- 
das would be filled by another, this 
particularity Itself Intimuted that there 
would be no successors to The Twelve. 
i The renl successor to Judos, Bible 
Students recojrnir.e In St. Paul. Through 
him God has given us the major por- 
tion of the New Testament, and spe- 
cial llgtit upon the Church's path, 
•which Is to "shine more and more unto 
the perfect Day." We now see that the 
eleven Apostles, before they had been 
confirmed in Apostlesbip by the Pente- 
costal blessing, erred in choosing Mat- 
thias, whom God merely ignored. 
. TTnder these circumstances the bish- 
ops rose gradually to power and In- 
fluence as inspired oracles of God. 
And proportionately. The Twelve cho- 
sen as the Lord's mouthpieces to His 
Church lost their influence. 
It was 


easier to take the word of the bishops 
than to search the Scriptures at a 
time when copies of the Bible were 
very expensive, and only few were 
able to read. 


Thus Bible study greatly declined 


during the second and third centuries, 
and disputes between Christians and 
Greek philosophers led some of the 
bishops to extremes. Not only did they 
maintain the Bible teaching that Jesus 
was the Son of God. and that He left 
Hts Honvenly condition nnd became a 
man that He might redeem Adam and 
his race; but. not, content with this, 
some went further, and in their zeal 
claimed that lie was the Heavenly 
Father Himself, who cnme down to 


earth and took man's nature and died, 
the Just for the unjust. In their anxi- 
ety to overwhelm the Greek skeptics, 
these Christian teachers involved them- 
selves in absurdities, without realizing 
it. 
Those making the most absurd 


claims appear to have bad the great- 
est Influence with the illiterate. 


Gradually the trinltarian theory wan 


idvanced: and the mystification of say- 
Ing that the Heavenly Father was -His 
own Son. and that the Lord Jesus was 
His own Father, and that the Holy 
Spirit was another person and yet the 
same person, appealed to people who 
delight to reverence most those things 
which they do not understand. Thus 
today when questions are asked re- 
•pectlng the trinity—bow one could be 
three, and how three could be one—the 
answer which Is given, and which aatts- 
flea the Ignorant, is, Mystery. Mystery! 


But the Bible makes no mystery of 


the matter. It never mentions trinity 
at all. nor anything that would give 
such a suggestion. The one text (1 
John 5:7) which seems to give a color 
of support to the thought is now ad- 
mitted by all scholars to be an inter- 
polation dating from about the seventh 
century: for it is not found in manu- 
scripts wntten at an earlier oate. xn« 
Revised Version shows quite distinctly 
how the passage reads in the old man- 
uscripts, and how the forgery to sup- 
port the trinitarian theory was adroit- 
ly accomplished. 


"To U» Th.ra U Ono God." 


The Old Testament Scriptures rep- 


resent the Divine Message of four 
thousand years, and say not a word 
respecting the trinity. 
On the con- 


trary, they declare, "Hear, O Israel, 
Jehovah thy God Is one God"; "Thou 
shalt have no other gods." To keep 
in line with this definite statement, 
the trinitarian theory claims that this 
one God has three persons, although 
others claim that there are three Gods 
but only one person. It seems impos- 
sible to get a trinitarian to decide 
what he really believes; he hedges 
with the word "Mystery." 


The New Testament is as explicit as 


the Old In Its statement that there is 
but one Supreme God. Jesus testified 
to this, declaring, "My Father Is great- 
er than I"—jfreater than all. 
(John 


14:28.) Jesus declared that of Himself 
He could do nothing; that He was 
merely the Mouthpiece of God in HJs 
teachings, and the Finger of God in 
His working of miracles. He directed 
that His followers should worship the 
Father, and declared, when leaving. "I 
ascend to My Father and to your Fa- 
ther, to My God and to your God."— 
John 20:17. 


Our Lord did Indeed declare the one- 


ness, or harmony, between Himself 
and the Father, but He explained that 
this was because He ignored any will 
of His own, coming not to do His own 
will, but the will of the Father who 
sent Him. He exhorted His disciples 
similarly to have the same mind, the 
same will, the same spirit, which ac- 
tuated Him—the Holy Spirit, the mind 
or disposition to do the will of the Fa- 
ther In Heaven. 
His prayer for His 


disciples 'was to the same effect, "That 
they all may be one"—even as Thou, 
Father, and I are—one In heart, mind, 
will, disposition, or holiness of spirit, 
harmony with God.—John 17:20, 21. 


What could be more explicit than 


our text, "To us there is one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things"; addi- 
tionally, "To us there is one Lord [or 
Master], Jesus Christ, by whom are all 
things, and we by Him"? The Apos- 
tle here not only shows the relation- 
ship between the Father and Son, but 
he Ignores and thus disowns entirely 
the Holy Spirit as another God. Clear- 
ly and plainly enough he sets forth 
time and again that the Holy Spirit is 
the spirit, will, mind, power, disposi- 
tion, etc.. In fullest conformity to that 
of the Father. There Is no mystery 
about the matter, none whatever. 


"Th. Alpha and th. Omega." 


Our Lord Jesus declared Himself to 


be the Alpha and the Omega of the 
Divine direct 
creation. 
(Revelation 


1:8.) 
He was its Beginning and its 


End, according to John 1:1-5. Our Re- 
deemer, known before He became a 
man as the Logos, was the Beginning 
of the Divine creation and the End of 
it in that, ever after the creation of 
the Logos. Jehovah operated in and 
through Him In respect to all the stu- 
pendous works of creation. His name, 
the Logos, indicates all this; it signi- 
fies the Divine Message, or Messenger.

Bo w* read In the Greek, "In the b«-

Constantin* the Trinity-Maker. 


The Itoman Emperor Constantine 


saw a vision—probably when wide 
awake—a vision of greater prosperity 
for himself and his Empire, by a rec- 
ognition of Christianity aa the religion 
of his Empire Instead of paganism, 
which had previously been recognised. 
For that moment a certain portion of 
fte Church of Christ had lone labored. 
Abandoning the thought of the Second 
Coming of Jesus to establish His King- 
dom, they desired marriage, or union, 
with earthly empire, thus to be set as 
a queen upon the throne of earthly 
dominion and honor. 


Constantlne'e influence in Church af- 


fairs became great. He proposed the 
calling of a council of all the blshopa, 
numbering about one thousand. 
He 


wanted to know why these apostolic 
bishops, all inspired with the same 
Spirit of God, taught so differently. 
He offered to pay the expenses of all 
the bishops to the Council at Nice; but 
the majority, fearing that the Emperor 
would be under the control of the Ro- 
man bishop (not yet claiming to be 
pope), declined to attend. 


Only 384 came. But even they were 


unable to agree, the great point of dis- 
pute being the one we are discussing. 
Many held to the Bible teaching that 
Jehovah is the One Supreme God; that 
the Lord Jesus Christ was His Son 
. 1 honored Agent In all His creative 
work: and that He. having manifested 
faith and loyalty to the Father to the 
extent of leaving the Heavenly glory, 
becoming a man and dying, the Just 
for the unjust, had been exalted by 
the Father to His own right hand of 
majesty nnd power. 


But the mystification thought of 


trinity had gained a hold on some of 
the bishops, amongst others the Bishop 
of Rome. The questions at issue were 
argued for months. 
With all his pow 


erful influence, the Bishop of Rome 
could not bring the majority of the 
Council to acknowledge the doctrine 
of the trinity. Thereupon Constantine 
decided the matter: and the Nlcene 
Creed, backed by the Emperor's mi 
thority and power, was declared to be 
the Christian faith, and anything con- 
trary to it heresy. 
let De it rememberea tnat onrjr 


about one-third of the bishopa were 
present at the Council; and.that they 
could not be coerced into substituting 
mystery for the Word of God, until 
the Emperor lent his influence. 
His 


decree was that Christian doctrine as 
thus defined 
in the Nicene Creed 


should have the prestige of the sup- 
port of the Emperor and of all his 
subordinate officers 
throughout the 


Roman Empire. All believing contrary 
to this creed would be heretics, and 
be considered in opposition to the Em- 
peror, and such bad the privilege of 
leaving the Empire. 
Thus was the 


mystery of trinity enshrined by a 
heathen emperor, 
not baptized—not 


even sprinkled. 


The bistort of the persecution of all 


who would not worship the trinltarinn 
mystery would fill volumes. One sad 
illustration is familiar to aU—the burn- 
ing of Servers, by good Brother Cal- 
vin's signature to the death warrant. 


Is it any wonder that with such con- 


ditions prevailing for centuries, the 
Bible ignored and the creeds worship- 
ed, the true teachings of the Bible on 
xHinny subjects were completely lost 
light of? to it any wonder that, when 
In the sixteenth century God began to 
bring the Bible back to the attention 
of the world, it was burned by the 
bishops in front of St- Paul's Cathe- 
dral in London? Is it any wonder that 
the PresbyteHans of that time were 
persecuted for studying it, and could 
meet only in secret? 


Is It any Wonder that the men who 


began afresh to study the Bible, but 
who had their minds tinctured with 
the creeds of centuries, were consider- 
ably handicapped? Is it any wonder If 
some of their conceptions of correct 
Bible interpretation 
were rude and 


crude? Have not our various Protes- 
tnnt denominations marked fresh en- 
deavors to get nearer to the light? 


Now as we are in the dawning of the 


New Dispensation, and God is lifting 
the veil of ignorance In general, is it 
any wonder that we can see the true 
teachings of the Bible more clearly 
than did otir forefathers? Surely it l> 
what we might expect, as well as whal 
the Bible distinctly declares: "The 
mystery of God shall be finished,' 
which He has kept secret from the 
foundation of the world. 


Tha Difficulty at Present. 


It seems sad indeed that now, in tho 


dawning of the New Era. and 
it? 


clearer light on the Bible as well 
as upon all things, so few Chris 
tlan people should be prepared to 
profit by these clearer views. Only In 
our day is thorough Bible study possi 
hie for the majority In civilized lands 
for only of late Is there a sufficiency of 
education to admit of Intelligent Bible 
study. What Is the explanation of the 
failure to make use of all these bless- 
ings, favors, privileges and opportuni- 
ties for Bible Study? It Is loss of faith; 
«s Jesus said: "When the Son of Man 
conieth, shall He find the faith on the 
earth?" 
It would appear that with 


more advantages than any previous 
generation, ours has less faith in God 
nnd le*» trust In the Bible as His Word. 


The cause of this can readily lx> 


traced, and It appalls us: Our great 
Institutions of learning, founded by 
!>ur Bible-loving. God-fearing fon>fa 
(hers, have Income worldly-wise. They 
have followed the oonrw of lennlnit to 
human undorstnndlui, against which
